SESSION NOTES. 
Orrawa, April 15, ’99. 
On Thursday Hon. Sidney Fisher, 
minister of agriculture, continued the 
debate on the address in a carefully 
prepared and well presented speech. 
He first dealt with the work of his 
department, and then with the ques- 
tion of the plebiscite, which was 
particularly important in that he is 
the most active representative of 

temperance in the cabinet. 
In the first division of his speech 
the following points were dealt with : 


Reciprocal abolition of quarantine 
on cattle between Canada and the 
States: Quarantine had ceased to be 
necessary, as pleuro pneumonia had 
ceased in the States. The late govern- 
ment had repeatedly failed in the 
attempt to have United States 
quarantine removed. In the four 
years of the existence of the quaran- 
time against Canadian cattle from 
1892 to 1897 Canada sent 3,763 cat- 
tle, valued at $52,000, to the United 
States. Inthe two years since the 
removal of the quarantine we had 
sent 180,849 head valued at $2,514,- 
000. These were chiefly young cattle 
unsaleable for the English market 
which were resting like an incubus 
on the cattle market of Canada. Be- 
fore the removal of quarantine these 
cattle were unsaleable at $8 to $10 a 
head. After its removal they realized 
$14 a head, and the Canadian cattle 
market generally had greatly im- 
proved. 

Cold storage: Under the late 
government, in 1895, ten steamships 
were fitted with insulated cold stor- 
age compartments to be cooled with 
ice. Nochange on increase was made 
for 1896. Under the new govern- 
ment in 1897, 16 steamers were fitted 
with mechanical cold storage, the only 
system which is really practical on a 
large scale. In ’98 20 steamships 
were fitted with mechanical cold 
storage, besides two small vessels 
with insulated compartments. In 
’97 cold storage was provided on 
twenty-one lines of railway, con- 
verging at points ofshipment. Cold 
storage had also been provided at 
creameries. As a result of cold 
storage facilities the position of 
Canadian butter in England had 
improved. From ’94 to’96 Canadian 
butter in England had ranged from 
72 to 75 shillings per cwt., as against 
100 to 105 shillings for best Danish, a 
difference of about 43-10c pound. 
In ’$8 the difference between best 
Canadian and best Danish was under 
6 shillings per ecwt., about 1 l-dca 
pound. On August 16tb, 98, Cana- 
dian butter was quoted on the London 
market at 88 to 94 shillings, and the 
best Danish at 76 to 94 shillings, a 
slight advantage in favor of the 
Canadian. In °96 fancy Australian 
ran from 10 to 12 shillings above

The 
conclusion of his argument on 
this point was as follows: “I can 
say this emphatically: That it would 
be a folly, and that it would not be 
consonant with the good government 
of this country, or with the duty 
which the government of Canada owes 
to the people of Canada if on the vote 
as expressed in the plebiscite this 
government was to undertake to put 
in force a prohibitory law.” He dis- 
cussed the charges of corrupt handling 
of the plebiscite in Quebec and denied 
them. The charges formulated by 
one Parent, which had been widely 
published, were false as a reference to 
the returns would show. Parent had 
disappeared to avoid prosecution. 
Discussing the future of the prohibi- 
tion cause in Canada the minister 
suggested that it might best be carried 
on along the lines of the Scott act, 
which might be enlarged in its scope 
so as to take in provinces or parts of 
provinces. 

Clarke, conservative, West Toronto, 
attacked’the government all along the 
line, threshing over the old straw of 
the debate once more, but having a 
more interesting manner, and having 
his matter better arranged than most 
of the previous speakers. He objected 
to the government for not having 
lowered the tariff, but declared himself 
in favor of a higher tariff. He 
approved of preferential trade with 
Britain. The present 25 per cent 
difference in favor of British goods 
was not a preference, but only a 
fraud and deception on the British 
producer. He denounced the govern- 
ment for net introducing a prohibitory 
law, but declared prohibition im- 
practicable, and that he would oppose 
it. His strong point was the larger 
increase of imports from the United 
States than from Britain under the 
new tariff. In the year ending June 
1896 Canada exported to Britain 
$66,000,000 of products and imported 
$32,000,000. In the same year we 
exported to the United States $44,- 
000,000 and imported $58,000,000, 
In the year ending Jnne 98 Canada 
exported $105,000,000 to Britain and 
imported from there $32,500,000. 
In the same year we exported to- the 
United States $45,705,000 and im- 
ported $78,705,000. He criticized 
the official administration of the 
Yukon, and concluded by moving the 
following as an amendment to the 
address in reply : 

“That this house deems it ex- 
pedient to inform His Excellency 
that in view of the wide spread 
charges of incapacity, misconduct 
and corruption in the administra- 
tion of public affairs connected with 
the Yukon, it is the duty of the 
government to appoint without delay 
an independent judicial commis- 
sion to make a thorough investiga- 
tion into that subject, and report 
the result.” 

Bertram, protectionist liberal for 
Centre Toronte, followed. He justi- 
fied the government in all its dealings

The moving of an amendment to 
the reply to the address has the effect 
ef shutting off debate on all other 
subjects except that covered by the 
amendment. This is a distinct gain. 
But it has a more than compensating 
loss in that it allows these who have 
already spoken on the reply itself to 
speak again on the amendment. 

Bell, of Picton Co., member with 
Sir Hibbert Tupper,followed Bertram, 
who moved the amendment to the 
to the amendment, on Thursday night. 


Sir Charles opened the debate on 
Friday and dealt at great length with 
the general question of Yukon ad- 
ministration and policy without, how- 
ever, bringing out anything new. 

Sir Louis Davies replied warmly 

and at length, denying charges against 
officials and accusing their accusers 
of being Yankees? whose great 
ground of complaint was that the 
Yu«on was British Territory. He 
said that if the present enquiry by 
Commissioner Ogilvie was found not 
to have been full and complete, its 
powers would be enlarged, or another 
commission would be issued. There 
would be no skulking behind law 
points om any attempt to evade in- 
vestigation. The only desire of the 
government was to see justice done. 
Hon. Mr. Foster took the ground 
~ that the present commission was in- 
4 adequate because Mr. Ogilvie being an 
employee of the government and abso- 
lutely dependent upon it for his 
situation and salary was not in a 
position to deal as impartially with 
the complaints arising as a judge or 
judges who would be independent of 
the government. He took the posi- 
tion that the ten per cent royalty was 
so high that it retarded the develop- 
ment of the district—that it should 
be reduced and levied on the net and 
not on the gross output. 

There was a small attendance in 
the house on Friday as many of the 
members were attending the horse 
fair in Toronto, others taking part in 
the Brockville election,and stillfothers 
making their usual weekly visit to 
their homes. 

Orders-in-council have been passed 
disallowing a liquor ordinance passed 
by the Yukon council. Also provid- 
ing that until such an ordinance has 
been passed and approved by the 
goveruor-in-council, no liquor shall 
be allowed into the Yukon. Also 
that any such ordinance of the Yukon 
council shall only allow liquor in the 
district under permit ‘of the com- 
: missioner. 

: An ordinance respecting the legal 
profession passed by the Yukon 
council has been disallowed and an 
order-in-council passed allowing bar-

The debate on the address came to 
n end last night. The division was 
n the question of Yukon enquiry, 
nd resulted in a vote of 101 for and 
8 against the sufficiency of the 
nquiry at present being conducted 
the commissicner. The govern- 
pent had, however, promised a sup- 
plementary enquiry in case the present 
re should fail from any cause. Hon. 
@eohn Costigan, minister of inland 
evenue in the late government, voted 
ith the government. Leighton Mc- 
arthy, successor of Dalton Mc- 
Carthy, voted with the government. 

The debate had been taken up on 
Monday by Hon. Mr. Fielding, 
minister of finance, who defended the 
Yukon officials and attacked their 
accusers. 

Sproule, conservative, followed re- 
iterating the charges madé. 

Flint, liberal, defended and Mills, 
conservative, attacked. 

On Tuesday, Morrison, M. P., for 
Westminster, B. C., who had visited 
the Yukon last fall, revived the in- 
terest in the debate. He took a very 
noncommittal course. Had not seen 
any of the acts alleged against officials 
although he had searched for proof. 
He had been treated discourtecusly by 
some of them, but did not consider 
that sufficient cause for censuring the 
government. He spoke of the sudden 


accession of population and the diffi- 
culties of dealing with the administra- 
tion of affairs there, and of attending 
promptly to complaints made. The 
government should not be condemned 
for what they could not help. They 
had acted as promptly as circum- 
stances admitted. They were com- 
pelled to assume an apologetic atti- 
tuce which would not meet the case, 
and would not have his approval. At 
present he thought the best had been 
done that could reasonably be ex- 
pected under the circumstances. He 
counselled the opposition that they 
would have shown themselves much 
better friends of the Yukon if they 
had spent the past weeks of debate in 
suggesting and aiding as to the future 
administration of the district instead 
of discussing past conditions which 
(whatever they might have been) did 
nat now exist. 


Craig, conservative, considered Morri- 
son’s defence weak. Specific charges had 
been made and the government was making 
a mistake in not granting a judicial 
enquiry. 

Richardson, liberal, believed that a dis- 
graceful state of affairs had existed in the 
Yukon. In view of the appointment of 
Ogilvie and the authority given him to 
hold an enquiry he was satisfied to await 
the results of the enquiry; particularly as 
the government had given a pledge that if 
the present enquiry failed a judicial enquiry 
would be instituted) The statements of 
Miss Shaw, of the London Times, and of 
Messrs. Ailan and Semple, of the Klondike 
Nugget, were certainly entitled to con- 
sideration. 


Domville, liberal, who had visited the 
Yukon, did not hold the government re- 
sponsible for the wrong doing there. 

Oliver, liberal, would vote confidence in 
the government not because he believed 
like many of the speakers that there had 
been no cause of cemplaint, but, because 
what he believed were substantial causes 
of complaint, had been removed by the 
government, without waiting for any 
investigation or commission. Whatever 
merit there might be ina judicial enquiry 
as proposed by. the opposition over the 
enquiry ordered by the government he did 
not consider the difference sufficient to 
warrant him in voting want of confidence 
in the government. 

Davin undertook to prove that the 
difference was sufficient to warrant a vote 
of want of confidence, by reading the pro- 
ceedings regarding a royal commission 
appointed by Sir John Macdonald’s govern- 
ment to investigate charges made against 
the Mackenzie administration in connec- 
tion with the C. P. R. construction. 


The division was then taken as given 
above. 

The delegates of the western members of 
the grain standards board and of the grain 
exchange met the ministers of inland 
revenue and of interior, the members of 
parliament interested and the representa- 
tives of eastern millers yesterday morning 
to discuss resolutions recently passed at 
Winnipeg by the grain exchange and the 
members of the western standards board. 
The points covered bv the resolutions as 
agreed to at the meeting were: (1) Fixed 
wheat standards under an amended act. 
(2) Winnipeg inspection to be required on 
all east bound grain. and that inspection to 
hold good at all points east subject only to 
check inspection. (3} No mixing of grain 
after being officially graded. (4) Salaried 
inspectors (instead of payment by fees.) 
(5) All inspection to be under one system 
and responsible to one head. 

The Ontario millers opposed fixed 
standards of wheat, but were overborne 
by the representatives of the producer and 
exporters. (In this connection it mav be 
mentioned that although nominally the 
wheat standards have been fixed by act of 
parliament in reality they have been 
varied from year to year by the 
grain standards board, according to the 
general quality of the crop. Ifthe quality 
of the crop was good the standards were 
high. If it was poor the standards were 
lowered. This led to confusion, and dis- 
credited Manitoba wheat on the British 
merket). 

The Fort William people objected to 
Winnipeg inspection governing absolutely, 
asat first demanded. Check inspection at 
all terminal points agreed to. The conclu- 
sions of the conference will be embodied in 
a government bill to be introduced this 
session. This will rot interfere with 
Douglas’ bill to regulate the grain trade, 
which deals chiefly with shipment. 

Winter still lingers. There is a great 
deai of snow still in sight around Ottawa. 
Navigation is not yet open on the river 
although most of the ice has gone. The 
weather is pleasant, but still cool. Only 
the paved streets are dry.

. WHEAT GRADES 

The western members of the grain 
standards board which met recently in 
Winnipeg at the call of the depart- 
ment of inland revenue, decided that 
the commercial value and _ general 
reputation of Northwest wheat has 
been injuriously affected at home and 
abroad by the present system of in- 
spection and handling. To remedy 
the evil, the board proposes permanent 
and unifoam grades for extra Manitoba 
hard, Nos. l and 2 hard and Nos. 
and 2 northern. 

Regarding mixing of grades they 
decided that the mixing of Manitoba 
grain at Fort Williamand otherterminal 
elevators, has most injuriously affected 
its reputation in the European markets; 
and that no mixing of wheat should 
be permitted in a cargo shipment, 
unless the inspection certificate issued 
therefor has written across its face a 
statement defining the various grades 
entering into its composition. 

Also that the inspection of grain 
coming from mixing elevators should 
be governed by the general standard 
of grades in force at the public ware- 
houses. 

Also that all grain grown west of 
Winnipeg and passing through to the 
east or south should be inspected at 
Winnipeg, although warehoused else- 
where, 

Also that official grain inspectors be 
paid by salary instead of by fee. 

Also that all elevators or warehouses 
operated for storage only shall be 
public elevators and be under govern- 
ment control and supervision.

All were landed at the Crossing with- 
out mishap, ready to go down the 
Peace to Vermilion at open water. 
Snow had yone at the Peace on the 
10th, though in the vicinity of Lesser 
Slave lake and as far south as the 
Athabasca, sleighs had to be used. 
After that the snow had gone. Mc- 
Fee’s survey party were met in the 
Swan Hills and Chalmers party at 
Paddle river beyond the Pembina. 


Pearce’s saw mill was in full blast 
at the lake, sawing from five to eight 
thousand feet of lumber per day, and 
filliag a long felt want. 


The Indian who turned “ we htigo” 
at the lake and was brought in by the 
police and examined and allowed his 
liberty as he appeared sane, was re- 
ported to have lapsed into his previous 
condition of lunacy, and to be raising 
some commotion at the west end of 
the lake.

RE TAXATION. 


Sm. A number of your readers just 
now are puzzling their brains over the 
different notices of demand for taxes, 
there being on each notice a number of
